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1 7, The Walls that keep in the hot fprlngs are very deep-fee, 
■and large j .10. foot thick, audi 4, deep from the level of the 
ftr-eet. The cement of the v/all is tallow , clay, lime and beaters 
bricks. Intheyear 1659, the Bot-bath( a Bath particularly fo 
call'd, of equall heat with the Kings- bath )was much impai- 
red by the breaking out of a Spring , which the workmen at laft 
found again 5 and reftored. In digging they came to a firm foun- 
dation of factious matter, which had holes in it like a Pumice- 
■ftone, through which the water played § fo that 'tis like the 
Springs are brought together by Art: which probably was the 
Necromancy , the people of antient times believed and repor- 
ted to have contrived and made thefe Baths § as in a very antient 
rnanufcript Chronicle I find thefe words: When Lud Hidibras 
was dead , Bladud his Sony a great Nygromancer (fc'tis there 
writ ) was made King , and he made the wonder of the hot Bath by 
his Nygromancy § and he reigned 21, years y and after he died^and 
lyes it the netv Troy* And in another old Chronicle 'tis faid 3 T/;4£ 
King Bladud lent for Necromancers to Athens to effeii this great bit- 
finejs$ who 'tis like were no other then cunning Artificers, well 
f k ill jd in Architecture and Mechanicks. 

18. It hath been obferv'd, that leaves, like thofe of Olives, 
come fometimes out of the Pump of the Hot- Bath. 

Thefe, Sir, are all the Obfeivations I have been able to colled 
yet : if any thing elfe material (hall hereafter come to my know- 
ledg about thefe matters , I (hall not fail to impart them, God 
permitting. Perhaps thefe things may adminifter ocafion to 
more Queftions relating to the Bath , and their Ph&nemcna. If 
you or any other ingenious perfon of the R. Society fliall pFopofe 
any to me, I fliall take what care I can to have them punctually 
anfwer'd. lim&c.

Snow, The Snow>meltedby the heat of the Summer, other 
Snow being fain within a little while after, is hardned into Jcq , 
which by little and little in a long trad of time depurating it felt 
turns into a Stone,not yeilding in hardnefs and cleamefs to Chiyf- 
tall. Such Stones clofely Joyned and compared together com- 
pofe a whole Mountain, and that a very firm one- though in 
Summer-time the Country* people have obfeived it robuifta- 
{under with great cracking, Thunder-like-- which is alfo well 
knows to Hunters to their great coft , foraftnuch as fuch cratks 
and openings , being by the Winds covered with Snow, are 
the death of thofe , that pafs over them. 

At the foot of thefe mountains are with great labour digg'd 
out Chryftals , which are found among other foffils, of two forts 
and colors 5 fomeofthem are darkifli and troubled, which by 
fomearecaird-thcChryftal-ore, to be plenteoufly found in the 
afcent of Mount Gotthard 5 othei s transparent , very pure and as 
clear as Venice-glafs * fexangular, great and fmall; as in the 
mountains about Valefia > and the Town calFd Urfekn at the foot 
of the Hill Schelenin they are digg'd out,, and fold at a good 
rate # Of this latter kind my Parents, four years agoe, trans- 
mitted a very bigg and fair one to Milan for 8o # pound 
fterling. 

This is, what! have obferved about thefe Hills} What 1 
fhall farther learn of the people , inhabiting thereabout, to whom 
I have written a month fince , 1 jfaau impart to you.
